Mankind is making a mess of the 
world's water supplies. 
Everywhere — Canada. England, the 
Middle East. Asia — the story is the 
same. Polluted waters, sources drying 
up, a sto r y of wanton, thoughtless treat­ 
ment that is causing a sickness 
in 
streams and lakes. Birds and water life 
are suffering heavy casualties, and the 
health 
perhaps the very existence— 
of mankind is at stake. 
No one can pretend the problem has 
arisen only recently. For a hundred 
years, the more far-sighted conserva­ 
tionists have been stressing the urgency 
whenever and wherever they could find 
a listener. 
But in the midst of apparent plenty, 
their v o i c e s made little impression 
against public apathy and the attitude 
that “water is everyone's and I have 
a right to do with it what I want.” 
Levels of the Great Lakes are falling, 
already causing great concern in Can­ 
ada. because abundant water is essen­ 
tial to hydro, shipping, industries and 
municipal supplies. 
By 1980, it has been estimated, de­ 
mand for water in the U. S. will be dou­ 
ble what it is today. In some regions 
the pace of demand has overwhelmed 
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the ability of municipalities to supply 
water and construct waste treatment 
plants. 
Unless drastic action is taken soon, 
the U. S. will face extreme shortages 
by the end of the century. 
And the writing is on the wall for 
Canada. Already the Ontario Water Re­ 
sources Commission and numerous con­ 
servation groups 
have 
sounded 
the 
a l a r m . Erosion, wanton waste and 
man's thoughtless contamination have 
started to undo the work that nature 
took millions of years to complete. 
Stripping of forest lands has led to 
severe drought and flood cycles, as wa­ 
ter is insufficiently conserved by na­ 
ture's great reservoir agent— trees. 
The conservationists are doing excel­ 
lent work, in research and in educa­ 
tion. The responsibility is not theirs 
alone. Everyone’s future is at stake. 
The attitude that water is as plentiful 
and as free as air is as old as man. It 
is an attitude which will have to change 
if the crowded generations of the future 
are to survive. 
Man is merely the trustee for nature’s 
most precious gift. As a trustee, so far 
he has done a lousy job.

Dear Mrs. C.: The age - old 
complaint of loving and 
soli­ 
citous mothers is always the 
same, with only slight varia­ 
tions. 
Doctors 
everywhere 
have 
seen roly-poly, overweight chil- 
1 dren, bursting out 
of t h e i r 
clothes, accompanied by moth­ 
ers who insist “he eats like a 
bird!” 
The appetites of healthy, nor­ 
mal. active crildren (as yours 
apparently is) should not be a 
constant source of concern. 
Children eat enough to satisfy 
their own body needs, and not 
those of their parents. 
A simple, nutritious, w e 11- 
balanced diet — even in small 
quantities — supplemented by 
vitamins and minerals, is suf­ 
ficient for healthy development. 
Forcing children to overeat 
has physical and psychological 
disadvantages, and can often 
r e s u l t in unfortunate after­ 
maths. Punishment 
for 
not 
“eating enough” 
leaves emo­ 
tional scars that can not easily 
be removed by “dieting.” 
Children do need some direc­ 
tion about food. When soda pop 
an ice cream Interfere with 
normal eating habits, then lim­ 
its must be imposed to insure 
that the appetite is reserved for 
the right kind of foods. But the 
quantity he eats can best

And the handful of 
liberal or neutral Republican 
Senatorial aspirants who hope to 
win are p r e t t y much “lon­ 
ers” who make their own cam­ 
paigns anyway. 
Let’s run down the list a bit. 
In Maryland, Senator Glenn 
J. Beall, Republican incumbent, 
l i k e s to think of himself as a 
moderate, even though his let­ 
ters to his constituents range 
him more often than not on the 
conservative side. Beall may re 
sist a Goldwaterite label, but, in 
running for office in a border 
state that laid many a Presiden­ 
tial vote on the line for Ala­ 
bama’s Governor Wallace in 
the Democratic primary, it can­ 
not hurt Beall to have G o l d 
water head up the grand Re­ 
publican effort. 
In Indiana, which is Coldwat­ 
er country, Democratic Senator 
Vance Hartke is w o r r i e d be 
cause there is a conservative 
drift in his s t a t e. In Californ 
la Republican Senatorial cand! 
date George Murphy, a firm 
anti - Communist, will certainly 
be more at home on a Goldwat 
er ticket than he w o u l d have 
been on a Rockefeller ticket. In 
New Mexico, Republican Sena 
tor Ed Mechem, who took Cha 
vez’s old seat, c o u l d be in 
trouble because of the Span 
ish - “Anglo” stand-off in local 
voting patterns, but the fact that 
Coldwater himself is a South 
westerner cannot hurt him. 
In Wyoming, the Democratic 
incumbent, Senator Gale 
Mc 
Gee, is himself in trouble be 
cause he is c o rn i n g up for re 
election in a state that promises 
to go Republican because of a 
resurgence of conservatism. The 
same is true with Democrat Bill 
Proxmire of Wisconsin, who has 
been veering toward the conser­ 
vative side in his v o t e s in the 
S e n a t e . As for Ohio, Demo­ 
crat Stephen Young must fight 
against the Taft name as repre­ 
sented by young Bob Taft. 
Since Barry Coldwater is n o t 
demanding a national right-to-

So where does all this leave 
us? It leaves us with Republi­ 
can Senator Kenneth Keating 
w o r r i e d about re-election in 
New York S t a t e , and H u g h 
Scott pondering his future as 
Pennsylvania envoy to Wash­ 
ington.

Whether he wins or loses 
will d e p e n d on his own inde­ 
pendent appeal to congenital 
ticket-splitters. And Hugh Scott 
is perfectly capable of getting 
many split-ticket votes in Penn­ 
sylvania. As for Delaware’s Re- 
p u b l i c a n Senator John J. 
Williams, he is running on h i s 
strength as the man who blew

In other states — the Virginia 
of Senator Harry Byrd, f o r 
example — Democratic Senator­ 
ial candidates a r e going to win 
no matter who runs for Presi­ 
dent on the Republican slate.

However, what hap­ 
pened with thalidomide should be placed in proper 
perspective. The vast majority of drugs are sate for 
use during pregnancy. It just makes sense, however, for 
the expectant mother to take only such drugs as are 
necessary and only those prescribed hv a physician. 
This, of course, is good advice in genet al.

“I’m always a Democrat,” 
said Perle, who last strayed to 
vote Republican in 1960 when 
her favorite, Lyndon B. Johnson, 
didn’t get the Democratic pres­ 
idential nomination. 
Perle pooh-poohed the idea 
that she was in “the deep 
freeze” during the John F. Ken­ 
nedy administration. She says 
she gave just as many big par­ 
ties as ever. 
But, she had to admit, she was 
never invited to a White House 
party by President and Mrs. 
Kennedy. And, presidents from 
Galvin Coolidge to Dwight D. Ei­ 
senhower had her on their party 
invitation lists. 
Perle had been booming LBJ 
for president since 1956. When 
Johnson did 
get

House, he invited Mrs. Mesta to 
the very first formal state din­ 
ner he gave.

Johnsons 
have

memories,” she says. 
With LBJ the obvious choice 
of the Democrats this year, 
Perle set out early to get ready 
for the Atlantic City nominating 
convention in August. 
She made tracks to Atlantic

Perle first thought she’d use the 
Boardwalk, but has changed her 
mind about that.

brunch that drew 7,500 Demo­ 
cratic 
convention-goers. 
The 
four-hour crush in Los Angeles’ 
famous Cocoanut Grove was cli­ 
maxed by the arrival of Lyndon 
and Lady Bird. 
Perle had invited every dele­ 
gate “with spouse” and the hun­ 
gry guests gobbled up 1,100 doz­ 
en eggs, 650 pounds of bacon and 
sausage and emptied 22 cases 
of gin in screwdrivers, silver 
fizzes and bloody Marys and 
drank 700 gallons of coffee. The 
Cocoanut Grove said it cost Mrs. 
Mesta more than $10,000. 
Does she influence the delega­ 
tions? “I don't have any influ 
ence whatsoever,” said smiling 
Perle as she sat in her 12-room 
top-floor apartment overlooking 
Rock Creek Park. 
She views her role as “just 
a worker for the cause—for the 
thing I think is right and for a 
principle.” 
Mrs. Mesta plans to go to the 
Republican convention, too. She 
has tried her hand some at mag 
azine writing and radio report 
ing of such events. She tells the 
story of how she tried to inter­ 
view Bob Hope at one conven­ 
tion and handed him the wrong 
end of the microphone. 
As far as Perle is concerned 
social life changes with the pres 
idents and “that’s what makes 
Washington so interesting. Ifs 
never monotonous.” 
She expects President John 
son’s to be “a fun administra 
tion.” The people who are in it 


“ are gay, warm and hospitable! 
and always have new ideas in I 
entertaining,” she said. 
While the Kennedys appealed 
to cultural and literary types, 
Mrs. Mesta says the Johnsons 
want “gay people and people 
who are doers, rather than the 
ivory tower types.” 
Perle’s 
antique-filled 
pent­ 
house apartment, presided over 
by her butler of 18 years, Gar­ 
ner Camper, has photographs of 
many V.I.P’s. On display are 
photos of President Johnson, au­ 
tographed “with love,” and an­ 
other of Lady Bird “with affec­ 
tion.” 
Long known for her parties, 
Perle moved into international 
diplomatic affairs when Presi­ 
dent Harry S. Truman sent her 
as U.S. minister to Luxembourg. 
Thaf was a peak of her ca­ 
reer. She became the subject of 
the hit musical show “Call Me 
Madam” and eventually wrote 
a book entitled simply, “Perle.” 
Widow of George Mesta, self­ 
made millionaire owner of the 
Mesta Machinery Co. of Pitts­ 
burgh, who died in 1925, Mrs. 
Mesta is now 73 and has some­ 
what changed her mode of life 
and social entertaining. A 20. 
minute afternoon nap helps her 
get through late parties. 
She used to own a big French- 
chateau home in Washington 
“Les Ormes (The Elms)”, sold 
to Vice President Johnson and 
recently purchased by the Al­ 
gerian government for use as an 
embassy. 
Perle has settled for life in her 
opulent penthouse, virtually built 
to her needs atop a swank new 
apartment building. Each of its 
seven bedrooms has a separate 
bath. 
i 
Her efficient live-in household 
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staff consists of butler, cook, 
maid 
and 
a 
chauffeur, 
who 
drives her black “Le Baron” Im­ 
perial Chrysler with black and 
white interior. She trades her 
car in every year for a new one. 
Perle says she averages four 
or five parties a week—going 
and giving. 
When she gives a party “I or­ 
ganize it and I put a great deal 
into it.” Then, she leaves the ex­ 
ecution to butler Camper, who 
she says does the agonizing. Aft­ 
er 18 years, this pleasant man, 
with short-cropped curly gray 
hair and spectacles, knows ex 
actly what to do. 
Everyone asks Perle what sort 
of party she likes best. Her an­ 
swer: “I love participation. I 
love aynthing where you parti­ 
cipate” and “every time I have 
a party, I have hootenanny sing­ 
ers.” 
As for herself, once her party 
has been organized, Perle’s for 
mula is “I have a good time, 
dance and mingle.”

shadow cast by the American 
voter when he steps into the 
polling booth is his personal 
prejudice — his dislikes, his 
hates. 
These are the critical ghosts 
of an election — the voter’s 
strong feelings about a situation 
or an element of the candidate’s 
personality. 
In I960, it was John F. Ken­ 
nedy’s Roman Catholic religion. 
In other years before that the 
list had included questions of 
divorce, religion or personality 
traits. 
In 1964, a critical question 
underlying the election may be 
the public attitude on race, in­ 
tegration and civil violence. 
Such an issue is ghostly only 
because it is hard to measure. 
The voter’s prejudices are sel­ 
dom plumbed—they are guessed 
at. 
The Democratic and Repub­ 
lican parties reflect this. 
Says Prof. Angus Campbell of 
the Survey Research Center of 
the University of Michigan’s In­ 
stitute for Social research— 
“The parties won’t align on 
civil rights. It’s too danger­ 
ous.” 
In Europe, each party courts 
its own people—the farmers, the 
factory workers — and it cares 
much less about anyone edse,” 
Campbell explained. “But in 
the United States, both parties 
are trying to win over every­ 
body—and will do nothing to 
irritate anyone.” 
Perhaps 
the 
best 
current 
measure of the racial attitudes 
of at least some voters has been 
the votes for Alabama’s segre­ 
gationist Gov. George C. Wal­ 
lace — campaigning in Demo­ 
cratic presidential primaries in 
the North on the issue of state’s 
rights. 
Does the American voter real­ 
ly consider state’s rights an is­ 
sue? 
Not likely, 
Campbell 
said. 
“Federal encroachment — real 
or imagined—is not a great 
public issue. Every time you 
ask the voter if he wants some 
federal program like Social Se­ 
curity, he invariably says yes. 
“My guess is that the larger 
part of the Wallace vote is a 


resistance to the changing ra­ 
cial picture.” 
Actually most of the racial 
activity on the public scene has 
come since 1960. 
Perhaps its first major overt 
mention was in the 1960 cam­ 
paign—when Republican Henry 
Cabot Lodge said his party 
would put a Negro in the Cabi­ 
net, ami John F. Kennedy made 
lis celebrated telephone call to 
the wife of a jailed integration­ 
ist Negro minister, the Rev. 
Martin Luther King. 
But the 1960 national inter­ 
views by SRC, the voter was 
not preoccupied with the race 
question.

Campbell condudes that the 
short-term forces which had 
been at work in 1956—and given 
Dwight D. Eisenhower his whop­ 
ping 58 per cent of the popular 
vote—had not held. And many 
persons reverted to their orig! 
nal party loyalty in 1960. 
But on closer look, analysts

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ever 
since Sam Snead buried his 
100th tomato can full of money, 
people have been saying that 
“this is his last chance” to win 
the U.S. Open, the one golf title 
that has always got away. 
That was many tomato cans 
ago. 
Snead is in his 24th consecu­ 
tive Open at the Congressional 
Country Club starting Thursday 
and there is one fellow in the 
field who says that this is the 
time that the 52-year-old slam­ 
mer could break through at 
last. 
Snead’s booster is Jack Nick- 
laus, the 42-year-old Ohio Gold­ 
en Bear, who rates high on the 
list of favorites, himself. 
“This course gives Snead his 
best chance to win in many, 
many years,” Nicklaus said. 
“It calls for long drives, but 
there is plenty of fairway so 
they 
don’t 
all 
have 
to 
be 
straight. 
“A good long-iron player will 
do well. And putting will not be 
as important as it is in some 
other 
tournaments, 
because 
many players in the field won’t 
he reaching these long holes in 
two. When everybody is on in 
two, it’s a putting contest. 
“You put all that together and 
it pretty well describes Snead’s 
game, doesn’t it?” 
Of course, it also describes 
Nicklaus’ 
game, 
too. 
And 
Arnold Palmer’s. And almost 
nobody else’s. 
Nicklaus and Palmer, as usu 
a1, are the main objects of at­ 
tention among the field of 150 
who start teeing off at 6:45 
a.m. EST Thursday over the 
7,053-yard Congressional. 
The course is the longest ever 
used for the Open, but it is par 
70. 
After another 18 holes Friday, 
the field is trimmed to the low 
50 and ties. There are 36 holes 
on Saturday.

of it right out of the air, and 
only the steel-nerved survive.

The ace Milwaukee lefthand­ 
er, oldest player in the majors 
at 43, showed his age again 
Tuesday night failing for the 
sixth 
straight time to finish 
what he started and dropping a 
51 decision to the Los Angeles 
Dodgers. 
And it just may be that after 
a major league career spanning 
20 seasons, 601 games and 4,974 
innings, the left arm that has 
been working effortlessly for so 
many years may finally be feel­ 
ing the strain. 
Spahn, who entered organized 
baseball with Bradford of the 
Pony League in 1940, showed no 
signs of slowing down last year 
as he posted a 23-7 record and 
hit the 20-victory circle for the 
13th time. But the greatest left­ 
hander in baseball history has 
been running into trouble this 
season. 
Spahn has brought his career 
victory total to 355 with five tri 
umphs this season but also has 
added five losses for 221 life­ 
time. Along with the mediocre 
5-5 record goes an even more 
unimpressive 4.32 earned run 
average. 
Spahn’s latest loss was his 
first to the Dodgers in more 
than two years. He had won six 
in a row dating back to June 13, 
1962.

Transport Used 
To Haul Governors 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—She 
comes from a good family, she's 
given a lift to most of Ohio's 
recent governors and today—as 
she wings to Washington and 
back—she reaches tile age of 20.

(short 
for identification number 0-316- 
061), one of nearly 12,000 de­ 
pendable, adaptable CD3 trans­ 
port planes built before, during 
and right after World War II. 
Zero-Six-One still was wearing 
some World War II camouflage 
paint when she was entrusted 
to the Ohio Air National Guard 
in 1948, four years after her ca­ 
reer began June 17,1944. 
Much of her reputation has 
come from hauling governors 
on various official rounds. But 
she’s 
also flown 
mercy 
and 
rescue missions, broken in pilots 
and supported a variety of mili­ 
tary 
efforts—in 
all 
kinds 
of 
weather—for 8,568 hours. 
She’s suffered such indignities 
as getting a bullet (accidental) 
through 
the 
propeller, 
being 
stuck in the mud, hit by light­ 
ning, frozen to the runway and 
dented by various objects while 
taxiing. 
M aster Sgt. 
Carl F. West­ 
minster, her crew chief at near. 
by Lockbourne Air Force Base 
since 1958, spoils her with all 
kinds of extra care. He smil­ 
ingly suggests he might buy her 
himself if she’s ever retired 
from official duty. 
And Lt. Col. George F. Moser, 
who’s flown Zero-Six-One for 
hundreds of hours, thinks this 
description 
summarizes: 
“ She 
doesn’t fly faster than sound, 
but she sounds faster than she 
flies.”

The school officials said grant­

Geoge W. Broa, 54, was releas­ 
ed from jail at nearby Baton 
Rouge and promptly caught a

Lakewood, Ohio 
home. 
The bus, a Continental Trail- 
ways, came through New Or­ 
leans, then headed across 24- 
mile long Lake Pontchartrain 
causeway early Tuesday. 
The bus plunged into the lake 
when two heavy barges ripped 
a 224-foot gap in the causeway, 
longest overwater bridge in the 
world. 
Broa and five other passen­ 
gers 
drowned. 
A 
courageous 
teen-ager, who arrived at the 
scene just moments later, pull­ 
ed the bus driver and an Army 
sergeant from the water. 
At Baton Rouge, a court offi­ 
cial had worked overtime Mon­ 
day night so Broa could be 
freed to return to Ohio.
